COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT 


The  Precinct  has  oiitstandiiig  notes  on  the  water 
system  to  the  amount  of  $  5,300.00.  One  note  of 
$  500.00  came  due  in  1941  and  we  were  obliged  to 
have  it  renev/ed.  There  is  a  $  700.00  note  due  this 
year.  A  note  for  $  200.00  due  1942  was  called  for 
during  April  of  1941.  The  expense  for  materials,  la- 
bor and  interest  for  repairs  and  leaks  from  January  31, 
1941  to  January  31,  1942  is  $  988.52.  This  amount 
about  equals  our  receipts  from  water  rents.  These 
leaks  occur  in  a  certain  section  of  the  Precinct  where 
the  pressure  is  heaviest  and  apparently  the  pipe  is 
weakest.  The  time  is  not  far  away  when  about  800  to 
1000  feet  of  new  pipe  will  have  to  be  installed.  The 
intake  on  the  Winter  Brook  supply  should  have  better 
storage  space  to  take  care  of  sudden  rises  and  falls  of 
water  during  the  season.  The  intake  on  the  small  res- 
ervoir necessitated  a  long  needed  repair  job  this  past 
summer  at  a  cost  of  nearly  $200.00.  We  would  heart- 
ily request  that  you  will  see  your  way  clear  to  raise 
at  least  $  500.00  to  apply  on  the  outstanding  notes  as 
practically  all  the  income  from  the  service  is  being 
eaten  up  in  repair  work  and  interest. 

The  Precinct  is  fortunate  in  having  a  new  supply 
of  fire  fighting  equipment  and  three  good  supplies  of 
water.  The  rub  comes  in  being  able  to  hold  the  sup- 
ply in  a  weak  pipe  line.

134  school  calls,  114  home  calls  and  49  business 
calls  were  made.

In  the  interest  of  con- 
servation it  is  brief. 

The  schools,  teachers  and  enrollments  are  Village 
Grammar,  Betty  Place  30,  Village  Primary,  Virginia 
Lunt  34,  Beebe  River  Grammar,  Frances  M.  Buckley 
20,  Beebe  River  Primary,  Doris  E.  Sanborn  16, 
Livermore  Falls,  Maude  E.  Gray  13,  Center,  Bessie 
Adams  24,  Blair,  Anna  Collin  14,  West  Campton,  Clara 
S.  Ouellet  18,  West  Road,  Lilla  Tuttle  10,  making  a 
total  district  enrollment  of  179.  There  are  only  7 
Campton  children  in  the  West  Road  school,  the  other 
3  coming  from  Ellsworth. 

A  substantial  balance  being  anticipated  at  the  end 
of  the  school  year  the  board  is  asking  for  $2,646.24 
less  than  appropriated  last  year.
